Why do Australian Soccer players find 
it so terribly difficult to make the grade 
overseas — particularly in the UK? 

The question is topical as we look back 
on the English international tour of this 
country. 

The England squad included several 
world-class performers plus a reasonable 
selection of the young talent expected to 
climb to the top in the next few years. 

Yet in none of the three international 
matches did the Englishmen look mar- 
kedly superior to the Australian part- 
timers. 

It is not unreasonable to assume that 
four or five of Australia’s best players 
could make a living, and a very good 
living, playing in England or Scotland. 

But that doesn’t happen. Only in avery 
rare case — for instance Craig Johnston 
— does an Aussie kid go overseas and 
survive in the tough world of full-time 
professional Soccer. 

There must be a reason. 

Some time ago, Tommy Docherty 
stated on Sydney's radio station 2GB that 
there were several players in Australia 
blessed with better talent than Craig 
Johnston. 

Docherty put forward names like Jim- 
my Patikas, Alan Davidson and Peter 
Katholos to illustrate his point. 

Patikas and Katholos have had trials in 
Europe. Davidson is thinking about tak- 
ing the plunge. Yet the odds are heavily 
against any of these players winning 
lucrative professional contracts.

A racing car may leave the track. What must the 
lisers do? 
ell, in considering such risks, the organiser must 
ask, “‘are these risks known to any spectator who 
lives the matter even a brief thought.” 

ntrary to what might be supposed, under law the 
organisers are not required to guarantee the safety of 
spectators. Provided that the spectator could have 
foreseen the risk, and that any resulting injury was not 
due to a reckless disregard of the spectator's safety, 
then the organisers are not liable. 

Different conditions apply if the rules of the sport 
are broken. Spectators do not expect a weight lifter to 
throw a bar into the crowd or for a tennis player to hit 
the ball into the spectators and follow it with the 
I racquet. Should a spectator be injured through this 

sort of behaviour, then the participant should expect 
|| to be sued and would have to pay damages.

A check list for sporting 
administrators 


1. Exclusion clauses are probably not worthwhile. 
They certainly require careful legal drafting. 


2. Consider what warning signs are necessary to 
help spectators look after themselves. Keep the 
rey simple and direct like ‘DO NOT STAND 


3. Try and ensure that all play is at all times within 
the rules. 


4. Anxiously and frequently (at least every season) 
consider whether appropriate protective provi- 
sions have been made at sporting grounds. 


5. Insure wherever possible. The courts now award 
very substantial damages in the case of personal 
injuries, particularly if economic loss is caused. 


Kicking a football into a crowd 

Here is another case of an insurance situation as it 
could affect a spectator, a player, a club or associa- 
tion, 

In this example, there's a warm up to a match. and 
the players kick balls into the crowd intending them as 
souvenirs and someone is injured. The player who 
kicked the ball that hit a spectator was acting within 
the scope of his authority and his negligence would be 
passed on to his princ€pals: the Club, Association and 
Sponsor. If the ball had been accidentally kicked into 
the crowd during the course of the match and a 
spectator hurt it’s very doubtful if there would be a 
case to answer as such events are normal and could 
have been foreseen by the crowd. 


Negligence of employees 

Again to illustrate a point, take the case where an 
attendant leaves a chair out of place and a spectator in 
a hurry to leave the ground falls over it and is injured, 
Who is liable, if anyone? 
Club, Association and Sponsor could well all be held 
liable for the carelessness of their employee or agent. 
The failure of the spectator to see the chair might well 
be considered contributory negligency and damages 
reduced through. 

In cases like this it's a question of weighing up the 
relative culpability of the two sides in the dispute. 


The Sport and the Spectator 
Let's look at some of the more usual legal questions 
that arise at spectator sport. 


Can a spectator be evicted? 


If a spectator has paid to enter a ground, has that 
person the legal right to remain if required to leave? 
High court cases have decided that not only can a 
Hostel eo! be asked to leave but also that 
reasonable force can be used to evict that person. If 
the spectator had not misbehaved then the eviction 
would have been in breach of contract and damages 
could have been recovered. 


The entrance contract 


When an admission fee is charged, whether or nota 
ticket is issued, then there exists under law a contract 
between that spectator and the organiser. The terms 
of the contract are implied. They are that the spectator 
is required to behave in a manner appropriate to the 
occasion and that the organisers will provide safe 
premises and conduct the sport in such a way as to 
protect the spectator from unreasonable risk of injury. 
Organisers can and do try to lessen their liability by 
issuing terms and clauses on the ticket but experience 
has shown that a court will always take these in their 
narrowest sense. 

They, quite rightly, consider that the spectator was 
in no position to bargain over the terms governing the 
circumstances undser which the organisers could be 
‘sued for damage and sympathy lies with the sp-ctator. 
Given these circumstances, it’s hardly worth ...e'time 
and effort to write a clause exonerating the organisers 
from all liability to the spectator.
